Chicago, Aug. 6.— Bringing farm er 
and city laborer into a non-political 
alliance to fight the high cost of m ar­ 
keting their products, is the scheme 
of O. F. Lowrie, form er president of 
the 
Montana Farm ers’ Society of 
F.quity, who has opened a small ware­ 
house here. 
"There arc many farm ers’ co-oper­ 
ative societies throughout the coun­ 
try,” he explained, “and there are 
others in the city. 
Our purpose is 
to ally the farm er and the city la­ 
borer. 
We are handling honey, po­ 
tatoes and fru it for the farm ers,

Jarrec, as eliminating jamming and 
nterference an* reducing the cost of 
wireless messages by at least one- 
third. 


The new device receives and prints 


wireless messages on a tape, some- 
hing which, it is claimed, has never 
lefore been accomplished. 


M. Marrec employs a snpplemen- 
ary apparatus consisting of a series 
if low-frequency valve^ wh.ch elim- 
inates all obtruding sounds one by 
one, with the result that the message 
'or which the machiqp 's "tuned in" 
comes out as clear'" a- thoaph there 
were only one operating station in 
:he world. Besides ^uppross.ng "par- 
asitic" noises, the apparatus com- 
iletely eliminates every interfering 
nessage sent rut from other trans- 
mitting station.,. 


In an official test for the British 


government recently, the French in- 
ventor submitted his machine to the 
most severe conditions. He received 
messages from the powerful station 
near Port Jefferson, Long Island, 
Tree of all interference or jamming 
He chose for the test an ordinary 
office in one of the noisest parts of 
London, with electric trains and mo- 
tor traffic running all around and 
under it- Moreover he had no outside 
aerial. The "purified" messages were 
received so distinctly that the sounds 
could be heard several yards from the 
ear-pieces.

He received 
messages from the powerful station

Port Jefferson, Long Island, 
free of all interference or jamming 
He cho.se for tlie tost an ordinary 
office in one of the noisest parts of 
London, with electric trains and mo­ 
tor traffic running all around and 
under it. Moreover he had no outside 
aerial. The "purified” messages were 
received go distinctly that the sounds 
could be heard several yards frorti the 
car-pieces.

Kinks o’ the Links 


When an opponent’s ball strikes 
that of a competitor on the fairway, 
causing the ball to roll a consider­ 
able distance and then come to rest 
in a rough spot that makes it almost 
impossible to play the ball, what is 
the proper procedure? 
The main 
point in dispute is as to w hether the 
ball can be replaced or must be drop­ 
ped? 
When n player’s ball is struck by 
that of an opponent on the fairway, 
the player has the right to lift his 
ball and drop it as near as possible 
at the place from which it was 
moved. In such a happening the ball 
cannot be replaced on the fairway. 
That is permissible only on the put­ 
ting green. 
The ball must be drop- 
died on the fairway. 
•

• 
In a match game between A and 
B, the second shot of A’s is about 5U 
yards from the hole. 
In lining up 
with the cup, A discovers some loose 
impediment on the green that 'he be­ 
lieves*’ may possibly interfere with 
the roll of his ball. Has A the right 
to remove such impediment from the 
putting green even though his ball 
is not on same? 
The player has such a right even 
though he is not on the green, ’i'he 
rule says the player has such a right 
irrespective of the position of the 
player’s ball. That covers the above 
situation.

Travelers Expect PBmative 
Life When Going to 
- Petrograd 


Moscow, Aug. 6.—Russian UoUtion 
is ended. 
Three years ago the pres- 
cnee of n foreign vi.sitor In . Moa- 
-ow or Petrograd was sufficient to 
cause the native populace to stare at 
him as if he were a being from some 
other world. Two years dgo forclgn- 
rs were still so rare th at the few 
American nnd British newspaper cor- 
'cspondcnts scented a .••.tory in encb- 
of them and tried to 
interview all 
who came to tlussia. 
Last year they 
were atill sufficiently rare to arouse 
lomc curiosity. 
But today, Moscow, Petrograd and 
thu other principal cities are thiikly 
sprinkled 
with 
foreigners; 
daily 
traiina from the outside bring them 
in hy the dozens, and they arouse no 
moire interest than they would in any 
other European capital. During June 
more than 1,000 foreigners visited Pe- 
trc^rad, and even 
more, ‘ perhaps, 
i-amc to Moscow. 
Most all of them 
we>c business seekers. 


Hotel 
accom m odatlew lin 
Russia 
are still so limited, p articu larly in 
Moscow, th at the governm eiat has not 
yet found it advisable to a^lm it large 
numbers of tourists. 
Ever.l one must 
have some legitim ate busilness rea­ 
son before he can secure h^is visa. 
Within a short tim e, 
p s rhaps in 
1934, hotel accommodation i are to 
be improved and it may be f i a t Rus­ 
sia’s interesting revolutions é}' scenes 
will become a Mecca for t Su rists. 
Only a year or so ago Opuvellers 
coming into Rnssia faced an uncom 
fortablc trip, with crowded a l d irre­ 
gular accommodations. 
Thc.f arriv­ 
ed in Mo.'cow with the equih ient of. 
Polar explorers, and much bvig pow­ 
der, expecting, and in 
some 
cases 
finding, considerable hardship.. 
Even 
today some travellers roll inti* Mos­ 
cow or Petrograd with equfpm s nt de­ 
vised for primitive life, much jto the 
imiisciiicnt of those who are .here. 
Jhc trains to Moscow, both 
from 
Warsaw 
and 
Riga, are 
now 
well 
'quipped. 
There is either a it'n in g 
car or there are good station rcü tau r- 
nnts along the tine, nnd upon a.! rival 
11 Moscow or Petrograd the v isito r

accommodations. 
In 
overcrowded Moscow he may n< I*, be 
ibic to get n room for several 'liy s , 
ii which event some fellow coui’ttry- 
man tucks him away on a sofa, but 
in Petrograd, where the hotels 
are 
ip.-icious, he can get as good acc b m- 
modations as in Berlin or V ienita. 
In Russian provincial cities, h orw- 
over, the hotels may still be full 
of 
insect life.

Ottawa, Ont., Aug. 6.—Automobiles 
manufaetiired in Canada numbered 
101,007 in 1922, according to a re ­ 
port ju st compiled by the Dominion 
Bureau pf Statistics. 
This was an 
increase 
of 63 per cent over the 
1821 output. 
The total value of the cars m anu­ 
factured, the figures show, was $81,­ 
0.56,429. 
Capital invested in the in ­ 
dustry amounted to $13,331,084. 
Mn. 
tcrials utilized in construction had a 
alue of $64,408,719. 
Wages am ount­ 
ed to $13,331,084 and 7,334 persors 
'verc employed in the industry d u r­ 
ing the year. 
The automobile industry has exper- 
enccd a remarkable development in 
Canada in the last five years. 
P ro­ 
duction has practically doubled sineo 
1917. 
Capital invested has increased 
nearly 100 per cent in the period. 
nd the value of production has 
*-rown from $54,468,273 to $81,050,­ 
42». 
' 
Most^of the automobiles m anufac­ 
tured in Canada are sold in the Dom­ 
inion, although a prosperous export 
trade is being built up with South 
America, the United Kingdom, Aus­ 
tralia, South Africa, Mexico, Norway, 
Sweden and the N etherlands. Auto- 
nobilcs registered in Canada now 
number 614;072. The Dominion stands 
second to the United States as the 
greatest automobile owning nation. 
Canada, like the United States, has 
1 large percentage of automobiles on 
'arm s. 
In many 
districts 
in 
the 
prairie provinces where settlem ent 
has been rapid in recent years, near­ 
ly 76 per cent of the automobiles are 
owned on farm s.

earliest m arriage contract known in 
Elgypt, he says, dates from 690 B. C. 
The term s of the pact, as drawn np 
by the husband, were as follows: 
“Since God willeth that we should 
unite one with the other in righteous 
wedlock, after the manner of every 
free man and every wise woman, 
therefore 1 have given thee four dol­ 
lars in gold as a bridal gift, that 
thou mayest come and enter my 
house as a free worqan. And for my 
pert I will not neglect thee more than 
as. it jvcro my own body. 
N either 
shall I bo able to put thee forth 
w 'thoiit a cause, having legal ground. 
But should I wish to put thee forth, 
I will pay 17 dollars fo r the m atter.”
